a) Regarding claim 1 1 , examiner suggest to interchange the multiplying step 
with the using step, in order to be consistent with drawing and sequence of transmitter 
apparatus of the current application. Therefore, avoid confusion. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

b) Regarding claim 23, line 3, change "higher bit rate" to -first -, and on line 
4, change "lower bit rate" to - second --, in order to avoid Lack of Antecedent Basis. 
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c) Regarding claim 23, line 5-10 is confusing and inconsistent with drawing, 
since there are three multipliers from the claimed language. 
Appropriate correction is required.
